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TUDEXTS  sometimes  tell  me  that  they  do  not  like  a  certain 
course  or  a  certain  teacher.  After  ^Ye  talk  a  while  it  be- 
comes evident  that  the  fault  is  not  due  to  the  study  or  the 
teacher,  but  to  a  lack  of  adjustment  between  the  student 
and  his  work.  This  is  unfortunate  and  can  sometimes  be 
remedied  by  a  complete  change,  but  not  always. 

Many  students  pride  themselves  on  their  ability  to  do  their  own  think- 
ing, and  do  not  want  to  take  advice.  Now  this  is  all  \-ery  well,  provided 
that  they  know  how  to  think.  Uhless  they  do  they  had  better  let  someone 
else,  who  has  had  the  life  experiences  which  they  still  lack,  help  them  do 
their  thinking.  Most  of  us  are  apt  to  accept  a  strong  desire  for  something 
as  an  assurance  that  we  have  thought  it  all  out  and  know  just  what  we 
should  do.  When  we  lind  things  different  from  what  we  expected,  we  feel 
that  fate  has  dealt  unkindly  with  us,  and  rebel.  After  that,  everything  goes 
wrong.  If  we  need  a  moral  to  this  story  it  is  simply  that  we  should  be 
sure  that  we  know  what  thinking  is  and  that  we  do  not  confuse  desire  with 
thought. 

After  all,  the  chief  business  of  a  school  is  to  teach  its  students  to  think 
clearly.  What  you  study  is  important,  but  not  so  important  as  your  atti- 
tude toward  the  study.  No  life  is  without  its  trials  and  troubles,  and  school 
experiences  are  useful  insofar  as  they  teach  us  how  to  meet  the  larger  ex- 
periences. It  is  not  always  a  misfortune  to  encounter  unhappy  situations 
in  school.  If  we  conduct  ourselves  so  that  we  act  more  wisely  in  the  next 
similar  experience,  they  may  be  a  real  help.  By  adjusting  ourselves  to  each 
emergency  as  it  arises,  we  ultimately  learn  how  to  think.

o  QUOTE  the  Weekly  News  on  the 
success  of  Rally  Day  this  semester 
seems  fitting  since  the  description 
fits  so  well:  "Rally  Day  was  well 
organized,  well  patronized,  well 
put  over,  and  well  worth  attend- 
Casting  no  reflections  on  previous  Rally 
Days,  it  may  be  said  that  this  one  was  "the  best 
ever."    It  is  only  right  that  we  should  profit  by  the 
mistakes  of  others  and  each  semester  make  some 
improvement  on  the  last. 

The  same  events  that  have  taken  place  during 
the  previous  years  graced  the  program  this 
semester;  but,  since  the  cast  of  actors  in  these 
events  is  constantly  changing,  the  program  never 
grows  tiresome.  The  opening  contest  was  the 
High  Twelve-Low  Twelve  Scrimmage  in  which 
Low  Twelves  proved  superior  to  their  elders.  A 
girls'  steeplechase — a  new  event  for  Rally  Day — 
lent  new  interest  to  the  program.

The  Sack-Pack,  in  which  Low  and  High  Eleven  boys  took  part,  was 
won  by  the  High  Eleven  boys.  The  Tie-Up  witnessed  not  only  the  success 
of  the  High  Tens  over  the  Low  Tens,  but  also  the  completion  of  these 
semi-annual  games.

Five  practice  games  were  played  last  term  while  the  team  was  yet  in  the 
making.  The  first  game,  with  Smith's  Preparatory  school,  resulted  in  a 
36-to-28  victory  for  the  Yellowjackets.  On  December  2,  the  B.  H.  S.  ag- 
gregation journeyed  to  McClymonds  to  defeat  them  on  their  home  court, 
21  to  20.  Following  this,  came  a  tilt  with  University  High  School,  which 
also  ended  in  a  victory  for  the  Yellowjackets,  this  time  by  a  score  of  26 
to  21.  The  fourth  game  was  with  Heald's  Business  College,  and  Berke- 
ley again  emerged  victorious  with  a  score  of  29  to  20.  The  last  game 
of  the  fall  term  was  with  Castlemont.  The  Oaklanders,  playing  on  their 
own  court,  turned  in  a  33-to-23  victory  over  the  Yellowjackets. 

Berkeley  29 — Lowell  27 

The  B.  H.  S.  hoopsters  inaugurated  the  season  of  1931  by  defeating 
Lowell,  A.  A.  A.  champions  of  last  year,  by  a  score  of  29  to  27.  The 
victory  was  the  result  of  a  second-half  rally.  Lowell  led  at  the  end  of  the 
first  half,  13  to  10.  The  Yellowjacket  defense  tightened  in  the  third 
quarter  and  the  offense  got  under  way  in  real  earnest,  with  the  result  that 
the  Berkeley  aggregation  held  a  two-point  lead  when  the  final  gun  went  off.

The  Berkeley  forwards  had  little  trouble  in  finding  the  basket  and  con- 
sistently made  their  shots  good. 

Berkeley  21 — Mission  30 
Despite  the  rather  one-sided  score  of  21  to  30,  the  Mission  High  game 
was  by  no  means  a  walk-away.  The  first  quarter  was  all  Mission's,  but  the 
Yellowjackets  rallied  in  the  second  quarter  to  even  the  score.  At  the  end 
of  the  first  half.

Berkeley  33 — Alameda  30 

January  23  brought  the  long-awaited  opening  game  of  the  A.  C.  A.  L. 
The  Alameda  IMudhens  journeyed  to  Berkeley  with  an  excellent  team  and 
high  hopes  for  an  A.  C.  A.  L.  championship.  Such  things  were  not  to  be, 
however,  for  the  Yellowjackets  fought  their  way  to  a  33-to-30  victory 
over  the  Mudhens.  The  game  was  fast  and  even.  Berkeley  never  piled  up 
a  comfortable  lead,  but,  by  virtue  of  superior  team  play,  managed  to  make 
good  its  narrow  margin. 

Berkeley  21 — Piedmont  22 

The  second  A.  C.  A.  L.  game  resulted  in  Piedmont's  eking  out  a  one- 
point  victory  over  the  Yellowjackets.

The  Yellowjackets  were  an  entirely  different  team  from 
that  which  met  the  Highlanders  ten  days  before.  Fast  floorwork,  accurate 
passing  and  shooting,  and  superior  teamwork  enabled  the  Yellowjackets 
to  write  finis  to  any  aspirations  the  Highlanders  may  have  had  to  eliminate 
them  from  the  A.  C.  A.  L.  race. 

Berkeley  22 — Richmond  17 

The  Berkeley  High  Yellowjackets  concluded  an  A.  C.  A.  L.  season  in 
which  they  scored  in  six  games  with  181  points  against  their  opponents' 
122,  when  they  defeated  the  Richmond  Oilers  by  a  score  of  22  to  17.  The 
Oilers  put  up  a  good  game,  but  the  Yellowjackets  managed  to  keep  a  com- 
fortable lead  without  much  trouble.  While  the  game  was  not  as  over- 
whelming as  the  first  Richmond  game,  it  decidedly  belonged  to  Berkeley. 

Berkeley  27 — Hayward  13 
The  Berkeley  High  Yellowjackets  defeated  Hayward,  Division  B  win- 
ners of  the  A.  C.  A.  L.,  by  a  score  of  27  to  13.    The  Yellowjackets  had 
no  trouble  in  gaining  a  lead  and  holding  it,  the  second  string  being  used 
throughout  the  game. 

Berkeley  26 — Pittsburg  18 

The  Berkeley  High  Yellowjackets  continued  their  fight  for  North 
Coast  honors  when  they  defeated  Pittsburg  by  a  26-to-18  score.  The 
Yellowjackets  gained  an  early  lead  and  did  not  lose  it  during  the  rest  of 
the  game.  Pittsburg  turned  in  a  good  second-half  rally,  but  the  Yellow- 
jacket  defense  stemmed  it  in  time  to  keep  their  lead.

HE  TRACK  season  this  year  has  been  very  successful  with  the 
Berkeley  team  winning  a  large  majority  of  their  meets. 
Up  to  the  time  of  going  to  press,  only  one  meet  has  been 
lost.  This  was  the  triangle  meet  with  Modesto  and  Stock- 
ton in  which  Berkeley  lost  by  only  four  points. 

During  the  seven  years  that  Coach  Lamar  has  developed 
track  teams  at  Berkeley  High,  the  school  has  won  five  North  Coast  Cham- 
pionships. Out  of  eighty-eight  dual  meets  during  the  last  seven  years,  the 
Berkeley  Yellowjackets  have  won  eighty-six.  There  was  a  poor  turn-out 
for  track  this  year,  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  many  boys  thought  they 
had  little  chance  to  compete  against  the  older  veterans.

s  THE  Pod  goes  to  press,  the  swimming  season  of  1931 
seems  assured  of  success.  The  first  practice  meet,  which 
was  held  only  a  week  after  the  season  started,  was  with 
the  formidable  Sequoia  High  School  team.  Although  the 
meet  resulted  in  a  defeat  for  the  Yellowjacket  mermen, 
they  gained  a  world  of  experience.  Shortly  after  this, 
the  Yellowjackets  defeated  both  Galileo  and  Piedmont  in  a  triangular 
meet.
